Aged To Move Info 
New County Home 

Small Rooms Will 
Replace Customary 
Large Wards 

Moving day is coming soon for 
jaaay- aged t -4afinnv-and ailing in-_ 
mates of the Montgomery County 
Institution District Home and it's a 
day they are looking forward to. For 
it means they will move Into the 
brand new, spic and span hospital 
building at the home which has just 
been completed. 

Located on the District Home 
grounds at Black Rock, near Royers- 
ford, on the site of the old hospital 
which was torn down, the new struc 
ture combines every modern feature 
in construction and design provid- 
ing for the best of medical and sur- 
gical care of the inmates. 

Moving of ailing inmates into the 
new hospital will begin shortly and 
is expected to be completed by Oc- 
tober 1. There will be no fanfare 
connected with the opening of the 
new $250,000 structure, as County 
Commissioners, Fred C. Peters. Fos- 
ter C. Hillegass and Raymond K. 
Mensch felt it was more important 
to get the patients installed and 
have the hospital functioning. 

Designed in an "E" shape, the 
building is all one story with the 
exception of the administration unit 
which contains bedrooms for nurses 
on the second floor. One of the uni- 
que construction features, which 
caused favorable comment by an in- 
spector of the State Department of 
Welfare, is hand rails along the 
halls to assist patients able to walk. 

Another innovation has been pro- 
vided by abandoning the customary 
large ward rooms and providing in- 
stead seven ward rooms of three, 
five, seven and nine beds. The Hos- 
pital Is equipped with 92 beds, 46 
in the men's section and the same 
number in the women's.

As time goes on, the need of 
alertness in recognizing these changes and speed in making them 
is becoming more apparent. On a local scale, as well as a Na- 
tional, there is a demand for the frictionless gearing of our 
governing machinery with the war effort. 

The appointment of a committee of employes to meet with 
commissioners or councilmen would help the situation, especially 
if such committees were backed up with facts, figures and sound 
arguments. Most governing boards would be glad to meet with 
such committees, because they too are handicapped by the 
need of information and statistics to bolster up their position. 
Whereas the employers in industry are usually the last word in 
authority, municipal employers, such as commissioners and coun- 
cilmen, are in turn the employes of the taxpayers.

Admiral Franklin 
Succumbs at 74 

Veterans of Two Wars 
Dies After Short Ill- 
ness at Haverford 
Home 

Rear Admiral William Bucl 
Franklin, veteran of the Spanish- 
American and the first World War, 
died Sunday at his home in Haver- 
ford after a short illness. He was 
74. 

A graduate of the U. S. Naval 
Academy in 1888, he served with the 
Navy until 1896. retiring to enter 
the services of W. R. Grace & Co.. 
in connection with the management 
of their ships in the South Ameri- 
can trade. 

Later, he entered the Naval Mili- 
tia and served during the Spanish- 
American War. During the World 
War, he was commissioned a com- 



mander in the Naval Reserves and 
established the Pelham Bay Naval 
Training Camp, which trained and 
sent 68.000 men to sea. He was 
promoted to captain and awarded 
the Navy Cross for these services. 

In July. 1929. he was made rear 
admiral and given command of the 
New York Naval Militia by Gover- 
nor Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

A member of the Society of the 
Cincinnati, the Navy and Military 
Order of Foreign Wars, and vice 
president of the New York Society 
Military and Naval Officers of the 
World War. he is survived by his 
wife. Mrs. Lillius Grace Franklin: a 
daughter. Mrs. Robert A. Franks. 
Jr.; three granddaughters, two sis- 
ters and a brother.
